Sargent, Xeb., who late Tuesday 
confessed and then denied her

The woman, charged with first 


degree murder as the accomplice 
of Frank Bruner, forty-seven, her 
admitted lover ,in the poisoning of 
Bruner's wife, broke down under 
the long questioning of Sheriff 
Talbot. 


"I'm 
guilty," she confessed. 
"I 


gave Frank the poison. He put it 
in his wife's tea. I was in on the 
plot. I wanted him." 


But a moment later she ex- 


claimed : 
"That was a lie. I had nothing 


to do with that crime." 


In her cell at the county jail 


here the woman seemed under 
great strain today, County Attor- 
ney Schaper told the United Press. 


"She, is clearly worried, and we 


expect a lasting confession any 
time," the attorney said, adding 
that Bruner, who confessed to the 
crime, was also more "worried" 
than usual. 
Except during her short break- 


down Tuesday, the woman has 
con- 
sistently declared her innocence of 
the crime, altho admitting she had 
"intimate relations with Bruner. 
"Wll, I sure ain't guilty," were 
ihe words of, Mrs.

stolen car because of a turnover 
at dead man's curve, twelve miles 
west of Omaha on the Dodge road. 
The cushions, ignition and running 
board of the Ford were covered 
with blood. The rear of the car 
was spattered with, bullet marks. 


The Ford was deserted at Forty- 


second and Davenport. The bandits 
went to the Stewart home about 
three blocks distant and stole a 
Hupmobile sedan. They first went 
to the front door and when Mr. 
Stewart responded to the call, de- 
manded his key. One held a gun 
on him. Mr. Stewart noticed that 
the man to the rear held Ms wrist 
which, apparently was 
bleeding 


badly. 


The first theory was that the 


men who robbed the Bethany bank 
certainly were the men who had 
the run-in with the Omaha officers.

cause it lessens the weight on the 
top hair. 


Frequent shampoos are absolute- 


ly necessary to preserve the beauty 
of naturally curly hair. 
A pure, 


mild white soap, preferably a veg- 
etable soap, should be used. It is 
not necessary 
to buy expensive 


prepared shampoos, for the only 
work that a shampoo should ac- 
complish 
is to clean 
the hair 


thoroly, and a pure soap does this 
work better than anything else. 


After the hair has been washed 


thru two soapy -waters, care should 
be taken to rinse it thoroly. Hot 
•water should be used at all times, 
since cool or cold water, even for 
a final rinse, tends to take the 


wave out of naturally curly hair. 
Lt-iiion. vinegar or any add t'iuse, 
will 
cause 
tho hair 
to become 


lanky when dry and the natural 
wave will "slide" out. 


Naturally curly hair should be 


dried over the face, rubbing briskly 
all the while with clean dry towels. 
"Pinching" the hair In one's fists 
while the drying process Is going 
on helps to make it curly. Never, 
under any circumstances, should 
the hair be combed or brushed 
while it is damp, for wet hair Is 
elastic, and combiug pulls the wave 
out. 


Drying with the aid of artificial 


heat, such as hair dryers or stoves, 
will make the hair straight. 
The 


only exception to this is gas heat, 
which will help to make the hair 
curly, because there is a certain 
amoun,t of moisture in its heat. To 
dry the hair in wind or before* a 
fan makes the hair straight. After 
the hair has been rubbed thoroly 
dry. the scalp is loose and glowing 
from, the massage it has received. 
A half an hour's such work will 
guard against dandruff and falling 
hair. 


One of the greatest enemies of 


beautiful 
hair is the hat. This 


should be dispensed with whenever 
possible, for healthy hair demands 
a free circulation of air at its roots. 
The hat also tends to discourage 
a natural curl, for the fcair is flat- 
tened under its pressure. 


Bobbed hair • calls for constant 


attention in the matter of trim- 
ming. If one would have well 
cared-for hair, it should be cut at 
regular intervals, and the schedule 
should be followed exactly. Curly 
hair is easier to cut just before a 


shampoo, when the accumulated oil 
has made It slightly straight, as 
thoroly clean 
curly hair lies un- 


evenly.

extreme cases there may follow great 
prostration, collapse, unconscious- 
ness and death.

At first the damaged part is red 
and swollen. It itches and burns. 
Later it becomes black and there 


connected with poison sacs 
secrete a venom that enters the flesh 
of a bitten- person just as snake 
venom does. 


The sting-ray has a tail irmed 
with a sharp spine. In some varie- 
ties this spine is connected with a 
poison sac and may inoculate the 
wader who steps on the ray. 
Another poisonous fish is the 
"scorpaena scopha," an ugly-looking 
red beast, with prominent fins and 
a big head. The French call it "le 
diable." In this fish the back fin 
connects with the poison apparatus, 
so it is in handling that the danger 
is met. The flesh is perfectly good 
for food. 
Another trout-like and wholesome 
fish is the "trachinus draco." This 
species has a double system of poi- 
soning. There is a hollow spine run- 
ning through eac-h of its gills and 
connected up with a poison sac. In 
addition,- its back fin is similarly 
armed. 
The first symptom observed by the 
person wounded by a poisonous fish 
is a. peculiar stabbing pain in the 
damaged part. Next comes conges- 
tion of the Rings, producing a feel- 
ing of suffocation. This-may be very 
marked. 
Pretty soon there is a feeling of 
giddiness.

mix together, add the asparagus 
puree, season with butter, pepper, 
salt and a little sugar, thicken slight- 
ly with butter and flour blended to 
a smooth paste. This is a good soup 
and is easily and quickly made. 
Cream of Oyster Soup. 
Melt a quarter of a cupful of but- 
ter and add a scant quarter cupful of 
flour., "When blendecj together add 
two cupfuls of cold milk and blend 
smoothly as it comes to boiling 
point. Drop in two dozen oysters 
drained from their liquor and dried 
on a towel, cook two minutes until 
the edges curl, then add a cupful of 
hot 'cream and serve. Toasted crou- 
tons may be served with the soup. 
Cream of Fish Soup. 
Make a cream the same as for the 
oyster soup and have ready a cupful 
of finely flaked cold-boiled fish. Add 
it to the cream foundation with a 
teaspoonful of onion juice, a tea- 
spoonful of minced parsley and a 
cupful of hot cream. This makes a 
delicious soup and is quite hearty. 
A few minced celery leaves may hi 
used instead of the parsley if mor. 
convenient.

Dec. 3.—John W. Thompson, mil- 
lionaire St. Louis contractor "dic- 
tated" to his "experts" how much 
to bid for contracts to build gov- 
ernment hospitals, A. H. Crump of 
Philadelphia testified today in the 
Forbes-Thompson, fraud case. 


Crump, secretary-treasurer of the 


defunct Pontiac Construction com- 
pany of Detroit, said he was called 
to Washington to estimate the (tost 
of building a veterans hospital at 
Northampton, Mass. 
After figur- 


ing for several days, he submitted 
his bid to Thompson who looked 
It over and then ordered him to 
change it to a higher figure. 


The Pontiac bid "dictated" by 


Thompson, and higher than several 
others submitted to the veterans 
bureau, was successful and this 
firm was awarded the contract. In 
order to justify the higher (bid, 
Crump said, Thompson ordered 
him to change the estimated time 
necessary, first from 120 days to 
ninety days, and later from ninety 
days to sixty days. 
By working 


faster, the cost was increased the 
witness explained. 


It is the government's contention 


that Thompson and Col. Charles R. 
Forbes, former director 
of the 


veterans bureau, conspired to de- 
fraud the government by granting 
huge government 
contracts 
to 


Thompson's firm, using the argu- 
ment that speed was needed re- 
gardless of cost, only as a "ruse." 
Thus, 
the 
government 
argues, 


Forbes gave contracts to Thompson 
and in turn was "paid" by the con- 
tractor. 


Thompson, according to Crump, 


was not an officer of the Pontiac 
Construction company, but was a 
partner of James W. Black, an 
officer of the Pcntiac firm. 
The 


latter company was a subsidiary of 
the Thompson-Black firm.

CHILDREN IOEET FIELDS 


lead Healthy Lives But Are Ke- 
tarded in School, Survey Shows 


-—Not Paid for Work. 


Children working in the 56,000 


acres of sugar beets in Nebraska 
lead a healthy life but are hindered 
in their school work, and earn 45 
per cent of the wages paid by the 
two companies, but are not paid 
at all, the money going to their 
parents. 
These are 
outstanding 


facts in a report made by Mrs. L. G 
Gray to the civics department of 
the Lincoln Woman's club this 
week. 
The facts were gleaned 


from a survey made by the depart- 
ment of labor last year in and 
around Scottsbluff county, cover- 
ing 17,000 acres worked by 355 fam- 
ilies. 
There were 995 children 


under sixteen employed in this 
area, three of them only five years 
old and thirteen of them sis. Mrs. 
Gray's report said in part, of the 
children under sixteen: 


"We find that the majority of 


them work from the time the beets 
are ready to be bunched, which is 
when these little plants have four 
leaves on them, until they are har- 
vested and ready to go to the fac- 
tories. Beets spring from a seed 
ball which has a number of tiny 
seeds in it and come up in a bunch. 
Then these have to be all pulled up 
except the healthiest one and this 
work is done by a number of the 
tiny children as well as the large. 
The next thing they do is to hoe 
and weed, which must be done 
about three times a season. Then 
comes the harvest which takes on 
an average, about five weeks. A 
lifter, drawn by horses, is used to 
loosen these beets and then the 
families come along behind and 
pull thein and lay them with the 
tops all one. way so that it is easier

-Men and things 


The educators lay a great deal 


•f stress upon the value of their 
work in bringing knowledge to the 
youth of the land, and probably 
for the same reason that the news- 
papers think highly of themselves 
—It is their job. The newspapers 
are often derided by the educators 
as being filled with inaccuracies, 
but the 
same charge 
can be 


brought 
against 
most 
of 
the 


books. Those in current use will, 
of course, be defended vigorously 
as 
being 
entirely 
correct and 


truthful, but this is no certificate 
of their value. The books of yes- 
teryear, which are to be found on 
library shelves, are now admitted 
to be full of errors, and when the 
current issue is discarded the same 
thing will be proved by the educa- 
tors of tomorrow against them. 


The scientists 
and engineers 


have come very close to the solu- 
tion of the problem of cheap elec- 
tric currejit manufacture and dis- 
tribution, and in the end will be 
laying it down, so to speak, at 
every door for a small cost But 
they have done very little to solve 
the problem of heating the homes. 
We are still engaged in the costly 
and wasteful practice of everybody 
stoking his own furnace, from his 
own coalpile and in his own way, 
which means that a lot of heat 
goes up the chimney. The great 
problem in transmission of elec- 
tricity was to prevent loss by 
leakage. That has been solved by 
high tension wires. 
The trouble 


with supplying heat from a central 
plant or plants is that most of the 
calorics get away on the way. We 
demand that the engineers do 
something about this. 


A great deal of amazement has 


been expressed from time to time 
over the beauty of the Indian lore 
that is extant. This 
has 
been 


handed down from one generation 
to another by word of mouth, which 
Is the most, inaccurate method of 
transmitting knowledge that men 
have ever devised. It worked be- 
fore the art of printing was in- 
vented, but the natural infirmity 
of memory, added to the predilec- 
tion of men to embroider the tales 
they tell and their inability, some- 
times, to distinguish between what 
they know and what they think 
they know made this body of data 
almost worthless. The truth is that 
if men did not have an instinctive 
knowledge, derived from the ex- 
perience of the race and handed 
down thru the channels of heredity, 
the world would be pretty badly 
off. 


Another matter of which we had 


intended to speak sooner is the 
bad. handwriting of the artists. 
Host of the work now being en- 
joyed by the people is presented 
to their eyes thru the magazine 
covers and as illustrations of the 
text between those covers. 
We 


maintain, not being "versed in art 
and at the risk of getting an ad- 
monitory shake of Dr. Lowrey's 
finger that the magazine artists 
are doing the best work that 
manipulators of pen 
and 
pencil 


have ever done. Their pictures are 
a lot easier to look at than most 
of the canvases, and no art lecturer 
is needed to tell us their meaning. 
But why on earth do not the men 
who draw them learn to write their 
names legibly? Is it a breach of 
artistic ethics, we wonder? 


If one were to- confine his read- 


ing to the New York newspapers 
he would gain the impression that 
all of the literary' talent of the 
age la centered there. Time was 
When the newspaper men 
filled 


their columns with abuse of the 
fellows on the other sheets. Now 
the newspapers there all have a 
kindly word to say for the men on 
all the others. In fact, they don't 
qfop at a word: they use words 
and plenty of them. The result is 
that the newspaper readers think 
that all of them are the smartest 
and the biggest men the profession 
has ever turned out. If the news- 
paper men of Nebraska would or- 
ganize a similar mutual admiration 
society the people of Nebraska 
would soon become convinced that 
the editors were the smartest and 
biggest men in the state. So far the 
editors have contented themselves 
with* building up politicians and 
office-seekers into those 
propor- 


tions.
